Marriage,  the  facred  bond  of  all  focieties,  it  a  voluntary  a* 
greement  betwixt  a  man  and  a  woman,  for.  a  condant  coha¬ 
bitation,  infcparable  .union,  the  propagation  and  education  of  chil* 
dren.  The  aedive  principles  011  which  it  is  founded,  diredlly  im¬ 
pel  us  thereunto  ;  for,  as  k  was  not  deligned  that  mankind ^Oiould 
fubfid  only  for  one  generation,  a  regular  method  of  continuing ihe 
fpecies  is  edabli/hed  by  nature,. and  ta  this  the  amorous is 
a  perpetual  prompter.  This  complex  paffion  includes  an  iaUinc- 
tivc  appetite  for  generation  to.  men  with  thn  brutes-^the  love  of 
beauty  and  delight  in  obferving  it— benevolmoa  and  good-will  to 
the  perfon  poiTeded  of  it — and  a  lading  ftorge.  Or  natu^  affe^on 
for  children. 

Its  pafCve  principles  are  fuch  circnrodances  in  the  natural  con* 
dilution  of  the  different  fexes  ;  fuch  differences  in  their  difpofi- 
tions  and  manners,  as  render  them. proper  (upplements  to  each  o-  * 
tber.  Brutes  are  brought  together  merely  by  fenfual  appetite,  boa 
men  ought  to  have  nobler  cudaia  virw,  elfir  real  matrimonial  blifs 
will  never  be  produced* 
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The  ends  of  marriage  are  the  propagation  of  the  human  fpecieti 
the  ciiucaiion  of  children  for  the  good  ot  mankind ^  and  the  mu* 
tual  happinefs  of  the  married  perfons  ;  and,  that  k  may  anfwer 
ihefe,  it  mult  be  an  union  betwixt  one  man  and  one  woman,  who  • 
lire  free  from  all  previous  engagements.  It  being  once  fuppoifd  > 
that  the  human  fpecies  are  to  be  propagated,  there  is  an  obllgatioa 
upon  all  men  that  this  (liould  be  done  only  in  the  way  ot  mar. 
riagc.  All  vague  intercourlcs,  therefore,  of  the  fexes  are  unlaw¬ 
ful  and  only  tend  to  introduce  iminodeliy,  and  open  the  way  ca 
all  pr«»fligacy. 

Tlt.e  particular  obligations  to  marriage  cannot  extend  but  to 
fonsgrown  up;  nor  to  thole  who  can't  provide  for  a  family;  nor  to 
thofe  who  want  prudence  to  manage  dotneftic  affairs,  and  train  up 
children;  nor  to  thofe  who  are  cugagcd  in  any  ufeful  cmployntcnt 
iiuunliltent  with  the  cares  of  a  family;  much  lefs  to  perfons  who 
have  been  married,  and  have  children.  W^th  thefe  reflriclious,^ 
nicn  are  under  a  kind  of  obligation  to  enter  into  this  Hate,  tthl| 
they  may  contribute  their  part  to  the  continuance  and  hajjpincft  |,\ 
of  locieiy,  and  may  lecure  tbemfelves  molt  cffec^lualty  againft  the 
vices  of  fenfuality  and  incontinence.  Nature  has  Itrengtbened 
ihcfe  ohligaiions  by  a  fuflitient  propenfity  to  marriage,  if  not  re« 
Orained  by  the  diflictiUy  ol  finding  fubliftence  ;  whenever4  there* 
fore,  a  riiuation  is  tound  out,  in  which  two  perfons  can  live  com* 
Mindioufly,  they  may  enter  into  this  (late.  The  young  women,  fays  , 
r%lonre(c)uieu,  have  (bnicient  inducements  to  lead  them  on.  It  U 
the  young  men  only  that  want  to  be  encouraged. 

.  It  is  not,  Jrowever,  lawful  for  all  perfons  to  marry.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  natural  impediments  render  it  wrong  and  inipoflible,  null 
ajid  void;:  An  exceliive  weaknefs  of  body,  which  fruilrates  all  Us 
ends — Such  corruption  and  depravity  of  temper,  as  renders  per- 
finis  intolerable  in  fociet>-*-Noifome,  inveierale,  and  hereditary 
difea(es<^Idiocy  and  madnefs,  rendering  them  incapable  of  a  cott*  ' 
iracl — Xon-age,  which  renders  any  agreement  void  ;  Mr  Huichi- 
ibii  adds,  **  advanced  age,”  which  he  afiirins  is  a  fufficient  cauic 
ti>  impede  it.  I'he  moral  impediments  arc  a  pre-engagement,  or 
UM  .near  a  degree  of  conianguinity»  If,  in  ‘the  former  cafe,  the 
marriage  is  com  plea  ted,  one  pofterior  is  invalid  ;  and  if  the  per* 
Tons  knowingly  enter  thereinto,  they  are  obnoxious  to  punifhmeut; 
but  an  afterwmarriage,  chough  unlawful  and  adulterous,  is  prele* 
ruble,  ill  point  of  right,  to  prior  proiiiifes,  on  which  nothing  fol¬ 
lowed. 

This  ftaie  being  an  union  for  life,  its  reciprocal  duties  are,  Mu* 
trial  l<»ve,  which  prevents  quarrels,  jcaloufies,  and  unftings  erery 
luatriinonia!  .thorn — Mutual  fidelity,  fociety,  and  cohabiutioo. 
The  man  mud  protect  and  fupport  the  woman  ;  and  the,  io  re* 
torn,  mull  aifid  and  comfort  the  hufband.  As  the  care  and  educatioo 
of  children  ufually  take  up  the  greaied  part  of  their  live^  they 
utail  not  feparate  or  difllilvc  their  union,  without  the  mod  wei^b* 
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tv  rfaCm* ;  for  one  of  tbrm  to  attempt  is  to  expofe  the  other 
to  lading  difgrace.  But  AiU,  as  in  every  coiitrai^l,  fo  in  marriage^ 
a  breach  of  its  eff/ntial  articles  is  fuflicient  to  dilfolve  it.  Hence 
rcpuclitiion  may  in  foine  cafes  be  allowable.  It  is  lawful  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  adultery- of  either  party«<-of  obflinate  and  inaliciona 
dei'ertioii— of  mutual  antipathy— and  fuch  grofs  injuries  as  cut  oflT 
all  hopes  of  friendfhip  for  the  time  to  come. 

Such  are  the  principles,  ends,  impediments,  duties,  apd  reafms 
dilTdving  the  ties  of  matrimony.  Its  various  forms  and  ceremo¬ 
nies  are  either  the  political  inflitutes  of  civil  fbcieiies,  to  corrobo- 
rare  Nature’s  great  laws,  to  confirm  or  reflri<5t  its  obligations  ;  or 
el(e  they  ferve  to  prevent  infidelity ^  by  being  public  inanifefto*, 
titat  two  free  perfons  have  iimtually  agreed  to  live  together  io 
tliar  holy  date  ;  yet,  neverthelefs,  what  conditutes  the  very  e(l 
fence  of  marriage,  is  the  free,  voluntary  confent  of  parties.  TVs 
is  the  only  bond  preferibed  by  Nature  for  confolidatiog  the -union* 
And  this  great  principle  the  equitable  laws  of  North  Britain  cojt- 
firm :  for  two  perfons, owning  their  confent  before  wilncffes,  is  there 
fudained  as  a  valid  marriage. 

After  this  philofbphi^t  l  diiquHition,  I  mean  not  to  enquire  why 
fo  ffw  arc  found  cafy  and  contented  in  the  marriage  date.  I  in¬ 
tend  not  to  point  out  the  caufes  why  unliappincfs  and  murtziurin^ 
complaints  are'  its  general  concomitants.  I  have  heard  -it  faid^' 
tint  if  one  clergyman  were  lawfully  autl>orir,ed  to  un marry  all 
I  lie  f^lmdid  miferables  and  wretchedly  unhappy,  he  wouM  have 
the  ricbeft  church-living  in  Britain. 

Jam  none  of  thofe  idle  vifionary  men,  who  conflantly  projedl 
the  reformation  of  the  public.  I  intend  only  to  point  out  one  ma¬ 
lignant,  epidemical  pedilence  in  its  proper  colours^  I  mean  the  law 
fidelity  of  full-grown  perfons,  in  entering  into  folemn  engagements 
to  each  other,  and  afterwards  violating  their  facred  promifes.  Ifi 
this  licentious  age,  nothing  is  more  common  than  to  hear  and.fe#. 
the  grofs  avovyed  breach  of  mutually  plighted  faith.  The  men 
are,  indeed,  branded  with  being  more  frequent  tranfgredurs  io 
this  than  the  women,  though  the  contrary  may  be  judly- averred'* 
Cudom  has  given  us  the  liberty  of  feletding  whomfoever  we  think 
the  mod  amiable  :  and  there  are  many  women  fo  elated  with 
their  ideal  charms,  as  to  condrue  every  word  of  civility  into  a  for¬ 
mal  declaration  of  love*  In  that  cafe,  it  is  no  wonder  if  they  arc 
deceived.  There  arc  alfo,  it  mud  be  confeffed,  a  numeroos  herd 
of  flattering  impodors,  without  principle,  virtue,  or  veracity,  whole 
only  delight  is  in  rpining  tbe  thoughtlefs  fair,  when  a  man^ 

diveded  of  a  coxcomb’s  glodiug  rhetoric,  makes  honourable  propc- 
fals  to  his  chofen  Dulcinea  ;  if,  after  mature  deliberatiou,  they 
are  accepted,  then  are  they  mutually  bound  by  tbe  laws  of  ntturr, 
honour  and  ddelity,  to  coufammate  their  nuptials ;  and  if  after- 
wards  fisher  par^y  prove  prrildjpui,  and  through  inlcr^,  per^Uh 
fioq,  or  inconllancy,  break  their  engagements,  they  not  only  lole 
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their  virtue,  forfeit  their  innocence,  and  dcftroy  their  tree 
of  mind,  hut  are  juftly  held  forth  as  obje<5ts  of  deteflation  and  ab* 
horrence.  For  it  is  conlent  alone  that  makes  marriage  ;  and  wbea 
that  is  mutually  obtained,  the  delinquent  for  ever  forfeit*  the  pii. 
vileges  of  that  happy  union ;  and  if  he  enters  into  it,  he  live*  and 
dies  a  grofs  adulterer.  ! 

The  Almighty  ga\'e  us  fpeech  to  be  the  common  tie  of  focieiy. 
Fidelity  in  our  engagements,  and  particularly  in  this  of  all  others 
the  mod  awful  and  iolemn,  is  ftricftly  obligatory.  Every  ireache* 
roiH  infidel  is  without  a  fingle  fpark  of  vii  tue  and  goodnefs.  The 
tinfaithful  and  falfe-hearted,  however  they  may  abound  in  an  na^ 
principled  age,  are  the  great  bane  of  fociety,  and  the  tnoll  dread* 
ful  fcoiirges  of  the  human  race.  The  difleinbling  faithlefs  wretch, 
though  attired  in  purple,  or  fliining  in  brocade,  is  the  mod  fright¬ 
ful  accurfed  object  the  natural  fun  beholds.  The  man  who  can 
rob  a  yonng  innocent  of  her  affections,  and  then  defert  her  ;  whn 
can,  for  years  together,  repeat  the  foothing  tale  of  low,  withoot 
any  intention  to  realize  his  words,  fhould  be  ftigmatized  as  a  conu 
mon  enemy  to  the  human  race.  The  woman  who  can' receive  the 
addreffes  of  a  virtuous  youth,  and  give  her  voluntary,  repeated  fO» 
ceptante,  yet  afterwards,  fwayed  by  inierefi  or  partial  favour,  re¬ 
jects  and  difmiffes  him,  fhould  be  branded  with  Cain*s  mark,  that 
all  may  hifs  at,  and  detell  the  monfter. 

As  this  fafhionable  infidelity  is  a  crime  of  the  firft  magnitude, 
its  piinilhment,  both  prefent  and  future,  is  exadlly  proportionable; 
nay.  ibis  perfidy  of  the  fexes  is  faid  to  be  often  vifibly  punUhed. 

That  it  is  punifhed  in  this  world,  I  can  demonflrate  ;  far,  can 
there  be  any  real  peace  of  mind  without  virtue  ?  Can  wc  enjojr 
•inward  tranquillity  when  innocence  is  departed  ?  Can  there  be  if 
ny  pleafure  in  r  iniinaiing  on  what  fills  ns  w  ith  remorfe  ?  No.  Wfc 
may  in  a  moment  do  w  hat  will  torment  us  a  thoufand  ages.  Vir¬ 
tue  is  juft  like  time,  w  hen  pad  and  gone,  it  cannot  be  rccoveredl 
•Innocence  alone  poffefTes  fincere  heart  felt  delights.  Every  perfi¬ 
dious  deceiver  is  a  firanger  to  thefe  feelings.  He  at  beft  fpmiout 
life  in  a  flare  of  external  eafe  and  indulgence,  in  fupprefling,  sfs 
much  as  poffible,  the  {Sinful  convit^tions  of  a  felf  condemning  miod. 
Relllefs,  jo^lefs,  without  a  fingle  r.iv  of  comfolt  to  eafe  his  cor¬ 
roding  pain.  This  is  his  lot  on  earth,  and  at  befl  is  only  a-prt- 
lude  to  fevercr  anguifli  hereafter.  [To  be  concluded  in  our 

The  Shipwrecks  and  Adventures  of  Monf  Pierre  Viaud,.a  nafivt

every  in 
of  it. 

Capt.  Viaud  bailed  frotn  St  Louis,  a  fmall  ifland  in  the  Weft- 
Indies,  for  Louifiana,  in  a  bri^,  on  the  ad  of  January  1766,  with 
fifteen  other  pcrlons  ;  the  veflcl  fprun^  a  leak  near  the  coaft  of 
Florida,  which  occafioned  a  feries  of  mi(iM*ies,  which  are  related  at 
follows  : 


THK  brig,  fiys  capt.  Viaud,  was  difcharged  of  ail  the  heavy 
merchandize  in  a  few  minutes  ;  and  f  got  large  lading  pails  fra¬ 
med  of  the  barrel* ftaves,  in  which  our  merchandizes  had  beeit 
packed  up,  in  order  to  aflift  the  pump  to  keep  the  ftiip  from  fink¬ 
ing.  But  all  in  vain.  The  water  forced  itlelf  through  the  chinks 
of  the  vellel  more  and  more,  and  the  ftrength  of  our  hands  grew 
lefs  and  lefs;  (o  that,  finding  it  impoftible  to  keep  the  lea  for  atiy 
length  of  time,  we  took  the  refidution  to  Hand  in  for  the  Mobille, 
which  was  the  only  port  that  the  wind  would  then  fuffer*  us  to 
fleer  to,  and  which  was  alfo  the  neareft  harbour  we  could  make; 

We  then  began  to  run  for  the  Mobilie,  but  fate  oppofed  our 
gaining  that  port  ;  the  wind,  that  had  been  favourable  to  us  at 
iirft,  shifted  againft  us  in  about  two  hours,  which  obliged  us  to 
forego  our  purpofe  •  and  we  made  (everal  attempts  then  to  reach 
Palfic  ole,  which  was  rather  more  diftant  from  us  than  the  other  ; 
but  that  hope  failed  us  allb,  the  winds  continuing  dill  to  oppofe 
every  endeavour  we  made  ;  lb  that  we  were  left  without  refonree^ 
in  the  midft  of  an  enraged  ocean,  againft  which  we  combated  at 
unequal  odds,  deprived  of  all  profpetft  of  reaching  any  haven  at 
all,  expec"fing  every  moment  the  deep  to  open  its  waves,  and  fwal- 
iow  us  up  in  its  bofbm.  ^  * 

At  length  finding  it  utterly  impoflible  to  fave  either  our  fhip  or 
effeels,  the  prefervation  even  of  our  lives  becoming  every  moment 
more  difficult  to  us,  we  now  began  to  apply  our  every  thought 
and  deed  to  that  fingle  confideraiion,  and  agreed  to  run  the  vcflel 
a-ground  at  the  Apalaches;  but  were  not  able  to  atchievc  even 
this  defper ate  adventure,  and  continue^|(|Hi  the  cruel  fport  of 
Waves  and  wind,  in  a  (late  between  lif^^^d  death,  fighing  over 
our  misfortunes;  certain  pf  our  deftruftibn,  bud  yet  iniftiDg  indefa¬ 
tigable  efforts  to  cx(nca|e  purfelves  from  the  perils  that  ftirround* 
ed  us  ♦ 

Such  was  our  fituation  from  the  12th  to  the  16th  of  February, 
when,  in  the  evening,  about  feven  o^clock,  we  found  ourfelves 
firiking  againft  a  chain  of  rocks,  about  two  leagues  from  land;  and 
the  Ihocks  were  fb  violent,  that  they  opened  the  ftemof  the  ftiip, 
in  which  condition  we  remained  for  half  an  hour,  under  the  moft 
inexpreffible  terror  and  alarms,  till  the  force  of  repeated  forget 
drove  us  at  length  over  the  rocks,  and  fet  us  afloat  again  without 
our  rudder,  at  the  mercy  of  the  waves  that  aflatled  us  without*, 

and 


und  thoCe  that  fcwccd  their  way  into  the  veflel, -which  increnfed  e» 
very  moment. 

Even  the  little  nil  then  preferved,  failed  us 

all  at  once— «on  the  indanc,  the  Ihip  refouncjed  with  the  lamentable 
acclamations  of  the.  mariners,  who  interchanged  their  1  aft  adieus, 
prepared  for  death,  implored  the  niercv  of  their  Creator,  eddref. 
led  their  fervent  prayers  to  heaven,  interrupted  (ometiines  by 
vows,  in  the  mid  ft  of  a  ftiocking  ceruinry  of  never  being  in  a  ca* 
parity  of  nrcompllfliing  them,  ♦  .  , 

I  equally  iKared  the  terrors  of  the  crew,  and  though  my  dcfpair 
inight  have  been  lefs  apparent,  I  dare  fay  that  it  was  not  lefs  %’io» 
lent  than  theirs.  1  he  extremity  of  the  misfortune,  with  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  its  being  inevinble,  ferved  to  fnpply  me  with  a  fort  of 
feeniing  firmnefs  ;  I  fiibrniited  to  the  fate  that  attended '  me, 
when  it  was  bey<jnd  my  power  to  avoid  it  ;  I  refignod  my  life  t6 
the  Being  who  lent  it,  and  preferved  prefence  of  mind  enough  to 
look  upon  the  laft  moment  with  calmnefs,  and  to  be  ftlll  aeftive  In 
my  endeavours  to  retard  it. 

This  vifiWe  fteadinefs  and  refokiiion  happily  impofed  (o  farippon 
the  wlK>le  crew,  that  it  ipfpired  them,  even  in  the  inOint  of  de* 
llruulion,  with  fuch  a  conhdence  in  me,  that  rendered  them  at* 
tentive  and  oliedient  to  all  my  direc^tinns.  The  wind  drove  ns  to* 
ward  the  land,  while  I  continued  to  fteer  by  the  ihift  of  onr  fore* 
mail  fail,  for  want  of  a  rudder,  when,  by  an  unrxpe<fled  miracle, 
and  which  w'e  had  not  even  prefuined  to  hope,  we  arrived  that 
very  night,  alvnit  nine  o*clock|«qii  the  eaft  of  the  iflandi 
in  a  mulket-llmt  of  the  fliore, 

Tlie  .agitation  of  the  fea  would  not  permit  our  reaching  it,  and 
we  prepared  to  cut  up  our  mails,  and  bind  them  together  with  the 
cordage  fo  as  to  ferve  us  for  a  float  to  carry  us  to  land ;  but  while 
we  were  at  this  work,  the  violence  of  the  wind,  and  the  force  of 
the  waves  overfci  the  veflel  on  its  larboard -iide,  which  onforcfeen 
motion  had  like  to  have  l>een  fatal  to^ns  all,  by  rafting  us  into  the 
l<’a  ;  however,  mqft  of  us  had  the  fortune  to  efcape  this  (bock* 
and  the  few  who  were  thrown  oqt,  were  lucky  enough  to  recover 
the  iliip  again  hy  the  alTillance  we  gave  them. 

The  moon,  which  till  this  moment  had  lent  as  a  feeble  ligh^ 
interrupted  only  now  and  then  by  the  inierveation  of  the  cloads^ 
now  left  us  fuddenly  in  the  dark,  and  in  fuch  circumftances  it  wa| 
impoii'fble  for  us  to  think  of  reaching  land  ;  fb  that  it  was  reiblved 
la  p-^fs  the  night  on  the  ouifide  of  the  veflel. 

SVbat  an  age  of  night  it  was  1  A  deluge  of  rain  fell  on  us  all 
the  while;  the  ftoredioufe  of  the  waters  feemed  to  have  been 
hc^ke  open  j  the  waves. rifing  every  inftant,  covered  our  bark,  and 
rolled  their  mountains  over  our  heads;  the  thunder  roared  through 
the  air,  and  the  quick  intervals  of  lightning  only  ferved  to  open 
111  US  the  hnrnd  profpec^  of  a  boundlefs  horigou,  and  a  devouring 
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fea,  ready  to  fwallow-us  up  cvety  tnoment,  which  was  as  qaickljT 
fuccecded  by  the  nioft  difmal  darknefs. 

lu  fuch  a  fituation,  (Ireiched  along  on  tht  dUtfkle  of  the  hu)k| 
faftening  ourfelvei  to  every  thing  we  could  lay  hold  of,  drenched 
through  with  rain,  transfixed  with  cold,  fpertt  with  the  confiani 
flForis  we  vvere  obliged  to  exert  againfi  the  fury  of  the  Wavei/ 
which  endeavoured  to  wafh  us  from  our  hold,  we  at  length  per* 
ceiveJ  the  morning^s  dawn,  only  to  afford  us  a  clearer  view  of  the 
dangers  we  had  pafTed,  and  thdfe  we  had  yet  to  encounter. 

This  profpect  of  our  fituation  appeared  dill  more  -tremendous  f 
we  perceived,  indeed,  that  we  were  not  far  from  land,  but  we 
law  that  it  was  iinpofliblc  for  us  to  reach  it.  The  raging  of  the 
Tea  vv(»idJ  have  daunted  the  (loiited  and  mod  expert  fwimmers  } 
Ihr  the  waves  rolled  with  fuch  fury,  (bat  whoever  had  delivered 
him  (elf  over  to  them,  mud  have  run  liie  rifk  of  being  launched 
back  again  into  the  luaiu  ocean^  or  dadied  to  pieces  agaiud  the 
iliip  or  tiie  fhore. 

At  this  light  and  reflection,  the  whole  crew  was  felled  with  the 
extremity  of  defpair  ;  their  groans  afid  acclamations  redoubled^ 
and  were  repealed  with  fuch  dfcngth  and  fervency,  that  they 
vcic  to  be  heard  ainidlt  the  raging  of  the  winds;  the  roaring  of 
the  thunder,  and  tho  dalhing  of  the  waves,  \Yhich,  all  joined  lo^ 
gciher,  augmented  the  horror  of  the  found. 

Several  hours  palled  thus,  without  any  change*  in  our  difiual  ft« 
tunurm^  when  One  of  the  Tailors,  a  Dutchman,  who  had  been  all 
that  day  the  loaded  in  his  plaints  and  cries,  and  who  had|  from 
the  liril  appearance  of  danger,  (liewn  hitnfelf  the  mod  faint-heart* 
cd  of  rhe  crew,  ceafed  hts  lamentations  on  a  fudden  }  and,  ,  after 
keeping  lilence  for  fume  minutes,  railed  up  his  head  and  voice

Nothing  is  more  common,  and  nothing,  perhaps,  more  aU 
furd,  than  the  faperftiiious  regard  which  many  people  pay 
to  dreams.  If  we  examine  the  caufe  of  this,  we  (hall  find  it  owing 
in  a  great  meafure,  to  their  ignorance  of  the  true  nature  of  this 
pharnomenon.  If  we  (hould  allow  our  thoughts,  when  awake,  to 
come  and  go  as  fancy  pleafed  to  prefent  or  remove  them,  wiihoot 
inierpoiing  either  reafon  or  memory  to  keep  them  regular,  lie 
(hould  find  that  very  odd  thoughts  would  arife  in  us.  No  wonder, 
then,  that  in  ileep'  our  imaginations  are.  fo  exceedingly  irregular; 
for  in  ileep  foinetimes  our  memory,  and  fometimes  our  reafon,  and 
fom^times  both,  feem  to  be  altogether  extinguKhed.  Our  know*, 
ledge  of  the  laws  of  nature  leads  us,  when  awake,  to  anticipate, 
future  events  with  confiderable  certainty.  If  we  fee  a  man  waft¬ 
ing  his  fubftance  in  debauchery,  we  may  prophecy,  without  aiij^ 
iiifplration,  that  he  (hall  foon  come  to  poverty  and  contempt. ‘But 
in  ileep,  together  with  our  memory,  we  often  lo(e  all  knowledge 
of  the  laws  of  nature,  and  therefore  an  inilance  of  fuch  forefight 
in  dreaming  until  be  exceedingly  rare  ;  but  if  once  or  twice  in  our 
life  we  iltould  in  this  manner  forefee  a  future  event,  there  would 
vl)e  nothing  in  it  more  fupernatural  or  prophetical  than  in  an  in- 
llance  of  waking  forefight ;  only  the  former  being  more  uncommon 


would  be  more  obferved,  eipecially  confidering  that  in  fleep,  as 
well  as  in  darknefs,  there  is  ibmething  awful  and  tnyfienous. 

Our  dreams  are  much  inHuenced  by  our  bodily  habit;  when  our 
(lomach  is  overcharged  with  food,  or  our  blood  oyerheated,  our 
dreams  are  vvilder  and  more  frightful  than  at  other  times.  TMs 
is  a  plain  proof  that  our  dreams  are  not  cauled  by  the.  agency  of 
iuvifible  beings,  as  fome  have  imagined.  For  how  is  it  pofiible 
that  fuch  beings  could  be  influenced  by  our  bodily  habit?  And  is 
it  not  abfurd  in  the  highefl  degree,  and  even  impious,  to  fuppole^ 
that  the  Supreme  Being  would  commiflion  invilible  agents  to  fag¬ 
ged  to  us  fuch  infignificant  trifles  as  oor  dreams  arc  gcncrsl^*^ 
made  up  of?  W  c  hear,  indeed,  that  in  antient  times,  dreams  were 
prophetical,  and  men  were,  fometimes,  fur  wife  purpoles,  endued 
by  God  with  the  gift  of  prophecy.  But  furely  it  cannot  follow 
from  this,  that  in  modern  times  every  man,  or  even  any  man,  is 
St -prophet;  that  every  dream,  or  even  any  dream,  is  a  propfacikal 
vUion.

Temple  0/ Hymen*  Jn  Allegory. 

A  Few  days  ago  I  had  an  account  of  the  marriage  of  a  friend. 

When  occurrences  of  this  nature  make  an  itnpredion  upon  the 
iniiid,  it  is  infennbly  betrayed  into  little  animadverfions  upon  them. 
This  was  my  cafe  in  an  extraordinary  manner.:  for  having  mufed 
fome  time  on  this  incident.  I  fell  into  an  ea(y  Humber,  when  fancy 
I  reafliiined  the  fuBjet^,  and  fallied  out  in  the  following  excurfion.

nance,  and  fupercilious  ^e  ;  and  Remorfe  with  his  hat  flapped 
over  his  face,  and  a  wolin  gnawing  his  vitals.  I  was  (hocked  at 
ihcfe  monflruas  appearances,  and  the  more  *(b,  to  oblerve  how 
pnp^^y  my  fellow-creatures  gave  into  the  impious  fuggeflions  of 
|iirped  Mnon.  But  my  furprile  Was  (bmewhat  abated  on  a  near  ap- 
liifurpat ;  for  I  took  notice  that  his  breath  was  of  fuch  a  malignant 
fentem,  that  alt  thofe  who  rafhly  advanced  within  its  influence, 
%ase  prefentiy  intoxicated  and  deprived  of  their  realbn. 


/  1  was  in  fuch  a  conflemation  at  this  difeovery^,  that  I  hefitated 
for  a  while,  whether  I  (hould  enter  into  converfation  with  the 
hliihe  adventurers  before  mentioned.  In  the  midfl  of  my  (hf. 
p^nce,  there  came  towards  us  a  grave  old  gentleman  of  a  flea^

She  was  handed 
along  by  Yoiub,  a  gay  llripling,  wearing  a  chaplet  of  flowers  on  his 
held,  and  wings  on  his  (]i'>nlders. 

Then  appeared  Wealth,  in  the  figure  of  an  old  man  meanly-aU 
tired  :  his  eyes  were  the  eyes  of  a  hawk,  and  bis  fingers  curved 
and  pointed  inwards,  like  the  talons  of  a  raven  ;  he  was  noify,  itn- 
piiclenr,  and  prefaming. 

The  reiiune  was  clofed  by  Fancy,  ever  varying  her  features  and 
drefs;  and,  what  was  very  extraordinary,  riicthought  fhe  charmed 
alh 

I'he  deity,  immediately  after  his  entrance  into  the  teuiple^ 
afeended  his  throne,  and  fat  with  his  head  gently  reclined  on  Vir¬ 
tue’s  bofotn.  Love  and  Beauty  took  their  flaiion  on  the  right*

The  god  quickly  proceeded  to  the  celebration  of  the  nuptial 
rites;  but  there  was  fuch  a  confufed  (bund  of  fighs  and  Unghii#?  ^ 
that  I  could  not  give  the  atteniM|pihat  was  requifite,  in  04^1?'  J 
piefent  xny  reader  with  the  fevdRl  circumflauces  that  I 

only  I  look  notice,  that  tiuny  of  the  matches  were  fb  veryw^if  / 
qua),  that  the  god  yoked  them  with  reludlance, 'and  but  halrt^l^ 
lented  to  his  own  iuiHtution.  ^ 

After  ibc  ceremony  was  over,  filence  was  proclaimed  in  court  | 
for  Hymen  was  determined  to  decide  a  contefl,  which  had  been  of 
long  (landing,  between  the  perfonages  that  attended  the  altar* 
U;H>n  this  declaration  the  whole  multitude  divided,  and  according 
to  the  particular  inipulfes  of  their  paflions,  took  the  party  of  this 
ieveral  competitors.  The  young  had  ranged  themfelves  on  the 
fight  hand  of  the  throne,  while  otberrof  more  advanced  years  bad 
polled  ihemfelves  behind  the  difpacants  on  the  left.

It  would  appear,  tliat  in  my  abfence,  mv  friend  had  been  ex*  I 
amining  the  ilrehgth  of  my  pecuniary  application  ;  for  whenever  I  I 
returned,  he  begged  pardon  for  having  omitted  to  gi^e  jne  bis  k*  I 
count  difc'harged,  which  he  'had  in  bis  pocket,  i  told  him  that  I 
that  made  not  il^  fmallefl  .odds;,  but. he  haymg  iafilVed  upon  my 
taking  the  account,  I  did  fo,  and  looking  accidentally  Oi  the  fum 
total,  1  found  inyfelf  dill  debtor  in  about  feven  pounds.

lions  and  a.bforditics  in  our  modern  writings.

work  performs  more  then  it 
X  promifes  in  the  tiile*page  :  Inftead 
ot' being  fmi ply  an  Introduction  to  the 
liiiiury  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  it 
nut  only  inveliigates,  in  a  new  and 
tisuclory  manner,  the  origin  of  the  an* 
tieat  Briiilh  oaitons,  hot  even  carries 
down  a  complete  account  of  their  cha* 
r<4der.  manners,  religion,  and  govern- 
tu  the  times  of  records  and  domef* 
tic  writers.  The  author  begins  hit  ac- 
fount  id  the  northern  nations  with  the 
iii'll  ray  ut  light  thrown  on  them  by  the 
writeis  of  Greece  and  Rome,  aud  he 
ends  with  ( he  fetilement  of  the  Anglo* 
baxoiu  111  Britain.  In  the  midft  of  an 
unconunoit  profuiion  of  erudition,  the 
Avurk  is  carried  on  tbronghouc  with 
great’ pcrfpicutiy,  precifion,  and  elegance.

Tlltl  antient  inhabitanta  of  Bricaiii, 
to  enjoy  the  felicity  of  a  fniore  ilaie, 
alcetidcd  not  into  heaven  with  the  Chrif* 
tiins,  nor  dived  under  the  ocean  with 
the  poets  of  Greece  and  Rome.

llUnd  very  far  to  the  weft  of  their  own 
Country.

rank,  atid  fupetfede  officers,  who  were 
much  older  iu  uciu^l  fcrvicc  and  expe- 
lienee;  a  ciiTumd-toce,  whic|i  would 
prove  very  prejudicial  to  the  company's 
nifairs;  that  for  this  and  fevcral  other 
reafuiis,  he  moved  for  an  amendment ; 
and  that  aniendihent  was,, that  the  com* 
peny  Hlould  be  autliorifed  by  his  majef- 
ly  to  raife  as  many  fpldiers  as  they 
liiould  want  by  beat  of  drum;  and  that, 
when  inlidcd,  they  fhould  be  fubjetd  to 
the  ;>enalties  of  the  act  for  puoilliiog 
titnttny  and  del'ertino.
